‘Weekly. It seems contrary to all our 


early training, but is full of good 
common sense, and comes from a 
prominent physician. His suggestions 
are as followa:~ 

“If you are thin and want to put 
flesh upom your bones, eat before go- 
ing to bed for the night. Physiology 
teaches us that there is wasting away 
of tissue while a person sleeps as well 
as when he is awake, and this being so, 
there should be continuous nourish- 
ment. Food taken at dinner or in the 
early evening is always digested at 
the time of retiring, and the activity 
of the process of assimilation continues 
until long after we are asleep. 

“If the tissues are not nourished, 
they are pulled down by the wasting 
process, and as a result sleepless- 
ness ensues. On a full stomach, how- 
ever, or with some food to sustain the 
system, there is a building up of the 
tissue. 

“Man is the only creature I know of 
who does mot deem it proper to sleep 
on a good meal, Lne intanc, in this re- 
apect, instinctively cries to be fed at 
night, showing that food is necessary 
during that time as well as through 


the day, and that left too long with- 
out it causes a discomfort, which it 
makes known by crying. : 

“There is no need for rest in the di- 
gestive organs, provided the quantity 


of food eaten is not above normal dur-| 7 


ing the twenty-four hours. Too long 
intervals between meals are bad for 
the stomach, from the fact that the 
cessation and resumption of work of 
the digestive organs tends to enfeeble 
them 


“A&A moderate working of the organs 
through the twenty-four hours is much 
more beneficial, 1 would advise those 
suffering from insomnia to take some- 
thing to eat before going to sleep al- 
ways. A glass of milk and bread, or 
any digestible food will do,

Then arose « great out- 
ery at home against the Salisbury Gov- 
ernment, which the acquisition of Wei- 
hai-Wei announced on April 4, a8 a 
set-off to Russian and German action, 
scarcely sufficed to appease. On June 
ll, however, we were officially noti- 
fied of an important concession made 
to us by the Chinese Government at 
Hong Kong, and it is now generally 
admitted that Great Britain has more 
than held her own in the great diplo- 
matic struggle in the Fan East. 

This part of the world, not satisfied 
with nearly causing a European war, 
provided another senaation on Septem- 
ber ~ — news was enn of a 
coup d’etat by the Empress wager 
of China, the downfall of the young 
Emperor, and the shattering of his 
new-born schemes of reform and civi- 
lization. This drama is not yet play- 
ed out, and may furnish further news 
in the near future. 

Then, again, we had considerable 
trouble with France over the Niger 
question.

METHODS OF MAKING OATH. 
im Some Countries It te Solemn and ta 
@thers Laughabic. 

There is more than a touch of the 
Srotesque, as well as of the solemn, 
in the modes of administering oaths in 
certain countries. When a Chinaman 
swears to tell the truth, he kneels 
down and a china saucer Ils given to 
him. This he proceeds to break in 
pieces, and the following oath is then 
administered: —‘You shall tell the 
truth and the whole truth, The 
saucer is cracked, and if you do not 
tell the truth your soul will be cracked 
like the saucer.” 

Other symbolic variations of the 
Chinese oath are the extinguishing of 
a candle or cutting off a cook’s head, 
the light of the candle representing the 
witness’ soul, and the fate of the cock 
symbolizing the fate of a perjurer.

Bible of Christian countries, and the 
penalty of breaking the oath is that 
in ome case the witness will become 
the prey of a tiger, and in the other 
that his body will be covered with 
scales like a lizard. 

One of the most terrible of European 
oaths is that administered in Nor- 
wegian courts of law. The prelude 
to the oath proper is a long homily 
on the sanctity of the oath and the 
ierrible consequences 
it. Part of this lengthy sermon takes 
this form :— 

“If you swear a raise oath the good- 
ness and mercy of God will not avail 
you, but you will be punished eternal- 
ly in hell as a perverse and hardened 
sinner. If you swear falsely, all your 
possessions will be cursed; your land 
and meadows, so that they will yield 
you no fruit, your cattle and sheep 
will be barren, and all that you en- 
joy in this world will become a curse 
to you.” 

When the wiiness is duly crushed 
by the sense of his fearful responsi- 
bility the oath is administered, while 
he holds aloft his thumb and fore and 
middle fingers, as am emblem of the 
Trinity. 

It is a little curious that the ex- 
pression, “the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing bat the truth,” in very 
slightly varied forms, runs through al- 
most all the oaths administered in 
European courts. 

In an Italian court, the witness, with 
his right hand resting on an open 
Bible, declares, “I will swear to tell 
the truth, the whole truth, and no- 
thing but the truth.” 

The Mohammedan takes the oath 
with his forehead reverently resting on 
He takes his “bible” 
in his hands, and stooping low, as if 
in the presence of a higher power, 
slowly bows his head until it touches 
the book, which to him is inspired. In 
the reverence of his acts and the un- 
swerving loyalty to an oath many 
Europeans have much to learn from a 
follower of Mohammed. 

In certain parts of Spain the witness, 
when taking an oath, crosses the 
thumb of one hand over the forefinger 
of the other, and kissing this symbolic, 
if primitive, cross, says, “By this cross 
I swear to tell the truth.” 

In the more usual form of adminis 
tering the oath in Spain, the witness 
kneels solemnly before the Bible and 
places his right hand reverently upon 
it. The Judge then asks him, “Will 
you swear, in the name of God and 
His holy Book, to speak the truth in 
answer to all questions that may be 
asked yout’ The witness answers, “! 
swear. The Judge then concludes, 
“If you do this, God will reward you, 
but if you fail He will require an ac- 
count of you.” ‘

RAG CARPERTS. 


In a family where there are several 
children there ie always a quantity of 
faded and worn clothing, also sheets, 
pillow cases and other things that are 
no longer useful in their original 
capacity. Very pretty and servicable 
carpets may be made of them, and as I 
have just put a new one down on our 
dining room filcor, I will tell you 
about it. 

When the weekly washing waa done, 
every «oiled garment was put in. 
Those intended for the carpet did not 
need ironing, but were sorted out, all 
the buttome cut off and saved for fu- 
ture use. All seams and other thick 
places were cut out, aa they would 
make rough places in the carpet, the 
white and light colored rags pat in 
one box, and the dark ones in another, 
beth boxes have close fitting lids, 
which keep out the dust, 

My lest carpet le very pretty indeed, 
and ie composed of wide hit or miss 
stripes of dark rags, alternating with 
the bright stripes. If you wish to 
make a carpet of that kind, eave the 
dark rage until you have the amount 
required, then cut or tear them in 
narrow stripe.

Every weaver 
knows how thia is done. Get the best | 
four or five ply warp, as it is usually 
the warp that wears out firet. It is) 
easy. to eatimate the quantity of ma-| 
terial needed, for one and one fourth 
pounds of rage will make a square! 
yard of carpet, and one pound of chain | 
is enough for three yarda. 

When the new carpet comes from the | 
weaver’s, take a tape measure and} 
take the length of the floor, then) 
measure the carpet, making the end) 
of each strip, by putting a pin in the 
place. Take it to the machine and 
sew across the breadth twice with a 
short stitch; leave two threads of the 
rags and saw twice more, then cut the 
widths between the threads. This 
will prevent the carpet from raveling.

CURSE OF TREELESS REGION. 


A Warning to Us to tare the Monarchs of 
the Forest. 

A warning which applied to Canada 
aswellasto the United States, for 
which it was intended, is contained in 
an article contributed to the Atlantic 
Monthly, by President Charles W. | 
Eliot, of Harvard University. “Any 
one,” anys President Eliot, “who has 
travelled through the comparatively 
treeless countries around the Mediter 
ranean such as Spain, Sicily, Greese, 
northern Africa, and large portions of | 
Italy, must fervently pray that our | 
own country may be preserved from so | 
dismal a fate. It is not the loss of 
the foresta only that is to be dreaded, | 
but the loss of agricultural regions! 
now fertile and populous which may be | 
desolated by the floods that rush down | 
from bare hills and mountains, bring-| 
ing with them vast quantities of sand 
and gravel to be spread over the low-~ 
landa, 

“Travelling afew years ago through | 
Tunisie, 1 came suddenly upon a fine | 
Roman bridge of stone over a wide, | 
bare, dry river bed. It stood some) 
thirty feet above the bed of the river, | 
and had once served the needa of a! 
prosperous population. Marvelling at 
the height of the bridge above the) 
ground, | asked the French station-! 
master if the river ever rose ta the 
arches which carried the roadway of 
che bridge. His answer testified to ihe 
fiooding capacity of the river and to ine | 
strength ofthe bridge. He said: ‘I have 
been here four yeard and three times) 
have I seen the river running over the 
parapets ofthat bridge. ‘hat country 
was once one ofthe richest granaries 
of the Roman Empire. It now yieldsa | 
scanty support for a sparse and semi-| 
barbarous population. The whole re-; 
gion round about is treeless.

Nowadays we 
have practically two forms of punish- 
ment—we confine « criminal or we 


hang him. Butrour forefathers believ- | 


ed in variety; and-plenty of it. More 
over they had punishments specially 
adapted to every kind of offence. Thus 
when about the year 1581 a cook pois 
oned some food’intended for the house 
hold of the Bishop of Rochester, they 
nounced the tongue to be an unruly 
at Smithfield. For a good many years 
about that time all manners of poison- 
ers met their doom in the same way. 

We all know, too, with what charm- 
ing «ppropriateness they dealt with 
the female scold. The Apostle pro- 
noumced the tongue to be an unrully 
member which no man cam tame. Our 
forefathers apparently held a differ- 
ent opinion. They hada “brank” or 
bridle mide for it and if the shrew 
#o much as attempted to speak she waa 
bound to have her tongue shockingly 
mutilated. And the ‘drunkard—look 
how he was managed. You remember 
the story of “The Scarlet Letter,” so 
tragically told by Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne. This was the first letter of 
the alphabet; the drunkard got his 
capital D, and had to wear it on his 
breaat, like Hawthorne's heroine, in the 
face of the public. Nor was this the 
most degrading form of his punish- 
tment. One old writer depones that in 
Newcastle-on-Tynse he- “hath seen men 
drove up and Yown the streets with a 
great tub or barrel opened in the sides, 
with a hole in one) end to pul through 
their heads, and so cover their should- 
ers and bodies, down to the smal! of 
their legs, and then close the same, 
called the new-fashioned cloak, and so 
make them march to the view of all 
beholders; and this is their punishment 
for drunkards and the like.” The sen- 
tence is somewhat involved, but its 
meaning is plain enough. They simply 
cut a bole in the top of the barrel 
for delinguent’s head, another hole at 
the bottom for his legs, and two holes 
at the sides for hig arms, and there he 
was whipped about the streets like 
some novel kind of sandwich board 
man. What a fine lot of :barrela there 
would be about the streets if the old 
form of punishment were to be revived! 

Mr. Andrewa has naturally a great 
deal to gay about hanging, which has 
been the usual made of capital punish- 
ment in England for many centuries, 
In the Middle Ages, every town and 
abbey and nearly all the more impor- 
tant manorial Lords had the right of 
hanging, and the gallows were to be 
acon everywhere, They had plenty to 
do, too. In the year 1279, for exam- 
ple, not fewer than 280 persons were 
hanged for clipping the coin of the 
realm, a crime which led to many a 
broken neck. This waa.in the time of 
Edward I, when as little regard 
seems to have been paid to human life 
asa Twelfth of August sporteman pays 
to the life of St. Grouse. Henry the 
Kighth’s also a hanging reign. It ex- 
tended over 37 years, and Stow, the his- 
torian, says that during this period 
72,000 criminals were executed, It is 
easy to understand the large numbers 
when you remember the trival offencea 
which led to the indignity of the rope. 
it, is not so long ago since one might 
have been hanged for stealing a sheep: 
but Mr. Andrews tells us of a time 
when a poor woman was hanged for 
stealing a shilling’s worth of lace, when 
an Exeter porter bad to give up his life 
for omitting to fasten the town gato 
one night, and when no end of people 
were swung up for robbing or attempt- 
ing to rob his Majesty's mails. 

And not only did they hang their 
criminals in those days; they gibbeted 
them after they were » dead. 
corpse was clad in a “suit of chains,” 
and left to dangle in the air as a 


terror to evil doers. Sometimes th> 
body of a criminal wold be surreptiti- 


ously removed and buried by the dead | 
man’s friends, but more frequently it | 
hung in the air until nothing but the | 


bones remained. Mr.-Andrews cites a 
case in which a bird ! ailds its nest in 
a culprit’s jawbone! This was in Lin- 
|eolmshire; and the discovery of nine 
young ones in. the nest gave rise to 
the following rhymed riddle, which is 
still quoted in the neighborhood: 
There were nine tongues within the 
The tenth went out to seek some bread 
To feed the living in the dead. 
The gibbet with which this incident 
was connected was standing in the 
same place until 1850, when it was 
blown down: but the last case of a man 
being gibbeted hippened at Leicester 
in 18%. There is some reason to be- 
liewe that one or two criminals were 
gibbeted alive, In 1777 a notorious

| dertainty of the guillotine than that. 
The notorious Lord Lovat, the last per- 
son beheaded in this country, had a 
somewhat similar colloquy with the ex- 
ecutioner, though hie head fell at the 
first stroke. On reaching the scaf- 
old he presented the executioner with 
®& puree conthining 10 guineas, He 
asked to see the axe, felt its edge, and 
said he thought it would do. Next he 
looked at his coffin, and after repeat-~ 
ing some lines from Horace and Ovid, 
he laid his head on the block, and en- 
ded a shameless life. They met death 
bravely in the olden time. 

In the northern half of the Kingdom 
the so-called “Seottish Maiden” was 
the “honourable” medium of death for 
many years. The machine was made 
in 1565 at the instance of the Earl of 
Morton, who was then Regent of Scot~ 
land. It is sometimes said that ite 
first victim was the Earl himself, bat. 
thie is certaintly mot the case. The 
Karl did not suffer death till 1851, and 
the(“Maiden” was used at the execu- 
tion of the inferior agents in the assas- 
aination of Rizzo at Holyrood in 1566. 
The list of those who met their death 
by the “Maiden” extends to at least 
one hundred and twenty names, sume 
of them very distinguished names, auch 
as Sir John Gordon, of Haddo, Presi- 
dent Spottiswood, and the unfortunate 
Earl of Argyle. The latter went for- 
ward to his doom with great fortitude. 
When laying his head on the grim in- 
strument he said it was “a / sweet 
‘Maiden,’ whose embrace would waft 
hia soul into heaven.” The use of the 
“Maiden” was discontinued in 1710, 
and the instrument itself is now one 
of the curiosities of the Society of 
Antiquaries Museum in Edinburgh. 

Scotland appears to have been on the 
whole more humane than England in 
the matter of what may be called her 
minor punishments. It is impossible to 
think, for example of the “jougs” and 
the stool of repentance as being in any 
way comparable to the tortures of the 
pillory and the stocks. And yet per- 
haps t am wrong. The “cutty stool” 
is still in use as a form of discipline in 
the Highlands, and it seems to be re- 
garded there as a specially trying form 
of punishment. In November, 1876, in 
a church in the Black Isle, Rothshire, 
& woman who had been guitly of trans 
gressing the Geventh Commandment 
was condemned to the “eutty stool," 
and sat during the whole Sunday ser- 
vice with a black shawl on her head. 
Nay, 80 recently as 1884 one of the ring- 
leaders of the Gabbatarian riots at 
Strome Ferry was publicly rebuked 
‘and admonished on the “‘cutty stool’ 
inthe Free Church at Locharron. The 
sin of adultery was nearly always 


punished in this way in bygone times, | + 


and offenders had certainly reason to 

be thankful for the mildness of the sen- 

tence, seeing that the Reformers 
wanted to have them visited with 
death. 

The “jouge’ were an almost exclu- 
sively Scottish instrument of punish- 
ment. Its history may be traced back 
to the sixteenth century and from 
that period down to about one hun- 
dred years ago it wae ® ge mom’ means 
of enforcing ecclesiastical discipline, It 
was usually faatemed to the church | 
door, to a tree im the churchyard, to 
the market cross, and not infrequently | 
to the prison door. There is a speci- 
men still dangling at the gate of 
Duddington Parish Church near Edin- 
burgh. One from the old Church of 
Clova, in Forfarshire, may be seen in 
the Society of Antiquaries’ Museum. 
It is a wary simple instrument, consist- 
ing of an iron collar, with a joint or 
hinge at the back to permit of it be- 
ling opened or closed. In the frént are 
loops for’ the affixing of a. padlock to 
secure it round the neck of the culprit. 

| Disregarding parental authority was

FLORAL DECORATIONS. 


There is no more artistic decoration 
than flowers; they give the note of re- 
finement even to a room that seems 
otherwise impossible, and they cheer 
and brighten aa no other dumb things 
can. Somebody has called them “hea- 
von's messengers.” And yet there ia one 
melancholy thing about them says an 
exchange—their transientneas. Preach- 
ere have away of noticing it and 
pointing @ moral, and the average wo- 
man «sighs—because brief staying 
charms make flowers an expensive lux- 
ary. 

Flowers treated properly can last 
and look well even after six weeks, 
thua taking from them their only re- 
proach, and rendering them - possible 
pleasure for the poorest. Every night 
take them out of the vases and thor- 
oughly rinse the stalks under the tap, 
removing with the fingers any decom- 
posed matter. Then place them to bed 
for the night in a basin of strong 
aca pauds, 

Be careful not to allow any water 
to touch the blossoms, as this only 
fades them. The soapsuds supply a 
certain amount of nourishment. 

In the morning rinses the stalks un- 
der water again, and as each blossom 
is arranged for the day in the vase of 
fresh water snip off the tiniest pos 
sible portion of the atalk with a pair 
of sclesors. Always carefully trim 
away any faded portion. Food for 
the day is supplied by sulphate of am- 
monia, a small quantity of which can 
be bought from the chemist for a few 
pence. 

If he knows his business he will be 
able to tell you that sulphate of am- 
monia contains all the properties of 
good manure for keeping the blossoms 
alive. A few dr in each vase is 
quite enffi t; in if you use the 
eoapsuds at\night, as well as the eul- 
phate of ammonia in the day, some in- 
tervals must be apent by the flowers 
in nothing but clear, cold water. It is 
— to kill with kindness, remem- 


Put the flowers at night into some 
dark, cool place, say a acullery or pan- 
try, as it is not good either for the 
lowers or the household that they 
should remain altogether in the living 
rooma. 

To revive flowers put them into 
warm salt water, to which has been 
added « few drops of eulphate of am- 
monia. 

To keep a spray of arranged flow- 
ers, place on damp cotton wool under 
& basin. This keeps the air away and 
preserves the blossoms. The fragile, 


delicate maidenhair fern is best treat- 


ed in this way.

Ked clover seed is likely to be very 
high before spring opens up. The Am- 
erican and Canadian crop is a very 
poor one. The English crop is of fine 
quality, but the yield is very disap- 
pointing,only 14 to 2 owt, per acre, and 
it is clear that Great Britain will have 
to import largely from somewhere. 
The French crop is short. and Germany 
and Belgium will be buyers and not 
sellers. Russia will be able to spare a 
little, but it will not be mach, as the 
drought last spring injured the clover 
plant in many districts. It is esti- 
mated that Europe will need from 100,- 
000 to 150,000 bags of red clover seed 
next season, and it is yery doubtful if 
America will be able to supply one-half 
of this quantity. White clover seed is 
a fair crop in most producing coun- 
tries, but really fine qualities are re- 
ported scarce, Alsike is a poor crop all 
over Europe, but American and Cana 
dian seed of fine quality is evidently

land. The enormous river in the ocean 
ifar greater than all other ocean our- 
jrents rushes northward from the 
| Straits of Florida, with a depth of 2,000 
| feet, a width of forty miles and a vel- 
jocity of from three to over five miles 
an hour. But it gradually spreads out 
and thins until, in the region of the 
| Grand Banks, it becomes dissipated like 
a stream in a swamp and is no longer 
recognizable as a distinct current. 
There is, however, a constant set 
of warm surface watera, toward the 
European coast. The prevailing weat 
winds carry them toward Europe, and 
their tota. influence is to modify the 
winter climate of that region, and this 
warmer water comes not only from the 
Gulf Stream, but also from the great 
eurrent that flows north outside the 
Bahamas. 


Many sailors do not realize the 
atrength of the Gulf Stream current. 
Mr. John E. Pillsbury, who spent much 
time several years ago investigating 
the Gulf Stream for our Government 
wrote that one day his vessel was an- 
shored in the stream, observing the 
current, when a sailing veasel was 
sighted ahead, drifting to the north- 
ward. The wind was very light, bat

AT the opening of the Ontario Legis- 
lature on Wednesday, Sir Oliver Mowat 
was received at the Parliament build- 
inga by a guard of honour from the

His Honour 
entered the chamber preceded by bis 
official secretary, Commander Law, 
and hie A.D.C., Lieut.

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Aasembly :—I have much 
pleasure in again meeting you as re- 
presentatives of the province in Par- 
liament assembled. 

After the adjournment of the Legis- 
lative Assembly in August last, it was 
found to be necessary thal (he Assem- 
bly should be prorogued in order that 
the by-elections might be proceeded 
with, and thus effect given to the in- 
tention of the Legislature. LL there- 
fore, on the 12th day of October, upon 
the advice of my Ministers, issued my 
proclamation proroguing the Assembly. 

You have doubtless learned with 
satisfaction that since you last met 
her Majesty has been pleased to ap- 
point the Earl of Minto, Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, as successor to the Earl 
of Aberdeen, on his resignation a few 
months before his full term of office 
had expired. I am confident the peo- 
ple of Canada will find in the new 
Governor-General a constitutional rul- 
er who will represent her Majesty with 
ability and dignity in all the duties 
that pertain to his high office. 

‘Lord Aberdeen’s departure from 
Canada was a source of sincere regret 
to the people of this province. By his 
deep interest in every matter affecting 


the prosperity and development of 
Canada, and by his wise and states- 
manlike administration of public af- 
fairs he strengthened the attachment 
of Canadians to the Empire, and to the 
principles of constitutional govern- 
ment. 

The Countess of Aberdeen, too, spe- 
cially endeared herself to the Canadian 
peopie by the interest which she con- 
stantly exhibited in their social well- 
being and in everything which affected 
the prosperity of Canada.

ON SATURDAY NIGHT. } 


A deapatch from Manila says:>—The 
insurgents made an attack upon Mam 
ila at 8.90 o'clock on Saturday eren- 
ing, firing upon ihe outposts all around 
the city.

BURIED IN AN AVALANCHE. 


Twenty-Four Hallan Miners Meet Peath 
tm a Amowalide. 

A despatch from Georgetown, Col.,’ “te; 
says:—In a snowslide at Silver Plume 791-20 
on Saturday, 24 lives are believed to 
have been lost, The dead dre Italian 
miners, with their families.

MEND YOUR BIRDS LEGS. 


Young chickens and other birds tre 
quently break the bones of their legs, 
and if properly attended te these frac- 
tures can be easily cured with very lit- 
tle trouble. As soon a2 the injury 
is moticed the fracture muat be care- 
fully cleaned and washed with warm 
water, and then wrapped with a bit of 
antiseptic cotton. Splints are then 


prepared for the fractured limb, pre- 
ferably of split elderwood, the pith of 
which is taken out. These splints are 
fastened to the cotton with a drop of 
giue, and held tightly im place by being 
wound with linen thread. The bandage 
and dressing are left undisturbed for 
frem three to four weeks; then the 
leg is soaked in tepid water untia the 
bandage comes off easily. The frac- 
ture will have completely healed in 
that time. Canaries and other pet 
birds can be similarly treated in cace 
of a fracture of a leg, only the elder 
eplints are substituted by pieces of 
cardboard, and the bandage ia left bat 
two weeks on the little winged pati- 
ents.

-| A Bancrofier Wants the Belleville Read Ex- 


tended Northwards. 


A Bancrott correspondent writes 


# as follows to the Belleville Intelli- 
‘ | wencer of a recent date :— 


As the applications for railway ex- 
tensions will re-commence at the Ses- 
sion of the Ontario islature effect> 
ing North Hastings. South Hastings 
and particularly Belleville should be 
on the alert to their particular interests 
in these extensions. It is well known, 
and it is exciting much interest in To- 
routo, that the trafic on the Parry 
Sound and Ottawa line is simply enor- 
mous and Toronto is making great en- 
deavors to divert a share of this busi- 
ness to that city. The Directors of the 
Pembroke Southern purpose oxtending 
that line to the said p. S.& ©.. which 
in fact is already accomplished, and 
thence to Bancroft to connect with the 
Irondale. Bancroft and Ottawa line, 
and also with the Central Ontario. the 
extension of which has just nh sur- 
veyed to Bancroft, with the ultimate 
view of pr ing further north to the 
Whitney mills on the P. 8. & O. line, a 
further design is to build a line thence 
through that greatest existing lumber- 
ing district to Mattawa and this will 
place the County of Hastings in con- 
nection. with the much agitated line to 
James’ Bay. It is then manifestly de- 
sirable that Belleville should endeavor 
to secure direct intercourse with Ban- 
croft so as to tap all these busy north- 
ern lines. as the trade in these once 
despised back woods is Becoming very 
important, and likely to extend ‘indefin- 
itely. as the yaluable minerals known 
toexist have not yet been developed 
for the want of means of transport, 
such as iron ore, of which there are im- 
mense deposits, corundum, abounding 
beyond all other places, felspar, for 
which there is a new demand, the finest 
of marble of which the supply is 
stated by geologists to be i aust- 
ible, sodalite. mica, 18 mines being in 
operation, and the demand is for more 
than these mines can produce., And 
the catalogue of minerals might #1! be 
extended. The amount of valuable 
hard wood timber, pulp wood, cedar. 
&c., &., is enormous, and doubtless 
Messrs, Rathbun, who own large limits 
any 
scheme to extend the North = 
line, either in conjunction with the C. 
QO. R. or to adopt the old line surveyed 
by the late Hon. B. Flint, through 
se gran Flats and Cashel to Ban- 
croft, which is now the centre business 
place, containing a large population, 
with between twenty and thirty stores, 
with yarious factories and machine 
shops, with yast additional water- 
power. still lying unused although 
several mills are in operation, the new 
roller process mill for flour, capable of 
turning out sixty barrels per day, has 
more business than it can do, and is a 
great aid in freightage to the I. B. & O.

SAN JOSE SCALE BILL 


Hon. John Dryden introduced the bil! 
to amend the San Jose Scale Act. The 
bill haa three important paragraphs 
The first of these provides that in any 
nursery where the scale is discovered 
the Department of Agriculture must 
be notified. After this notification 
has been went to the Department of 
Agriculture the nurseryman cannot 
dispose of any of his stock until the 
authority of the department has been 
received. The second clause gives the 
Government a greater scope than 
they had in the previous act. It says 
that a clump of trees may be destroy- 
ed in an orchard where the pest is dis- 
covered. Formerly only the infected 
tree could be destroyed. The third 
clause of the bill provides for the fum- 
igation of all nursery stock by hy- 
drocyanic acid where the etock has 
been grown in the province or im- 
ported, 

TO EXEMPT GRAIN ELEVATORS. 


The City of Kingston aske that mun- 
icipalities be given the power to ex- 
empt grain elevatora from taxation, 
just as they are given the power to 
exempt dnanufacturera. 


LICENSE REPORT. 


The report on the Tavern and Shop 
Licenses Act has just been issued by 
the License Department. It gives a 
great deal of information as to the li- 
tenses granted, and shows the decrease 
in the past year. In 1898 there were 
3,123 licenses issued in the province ; 
2,672 were ordinary yearly licenses, 317 
shop, and 22 wholesale; 46 were for 6_ 
months, and 18 beer and wine licenses 
were for half a year. In 1896-7 the 
total number issued was 3,100, and the 
year previous the total was 3,191. In 
both these years 26 wholesales did busi- 
neas. Twenty-five ordinary licenses 
were cut off during the past year. 

The revenue derived by the province 
from these licenses amounted to dur- 
ing the past year, $268,247.40, as 
against $270,906 in 1896-97, and $273,- 
212.44 in “1895-96. 

The total collections from licenses 
and fines, including the sums imposed 
by municipa: by-lawe was as follows: 
1895-6, $615,290.88 ; 1896-7, $608,067.14; 
1897-8, $692,853.5.1 ' ! 

The payments to the municipalities 
were—1895-6, $267,072.40; 1896-7, $263,- 
330,48 ; 1897-8, $259,873.84. The fines cot- 
lected during the past year amounted 
to $15,006.50, as compared with $14,- 
1897-8, $602,853.51. 

The average yearly commitments for 
each period of five years from 1876 to 
1895 inclusive are as follows:—From 
1876 to 1880, inclusive, 8,812; from 1*81, 
to 1885, inclusive, 4,016; from 1886 to 
1890, inclusive, 4,811; from 1891, to 1895, 
inclusive, 2,703. 

Tn 1898 the sum of $63,505.78 was paid 
to inspectors as salaries and license 
commissioners” expenses.
